The strength of the force carried by the transports has been variously 
estimated at from twelve to twenty-five thousand men, but it is positive 
that the number does not exceed eighteen thousand. 


Of this number there {s about, 12,000 infantry, 500 artillery, including two siege 
batteries, 1,600 dismounted, and 400 mounted cavalry, and two companies of engin2crs 
All of the troops of the expedition are United States " regulars except eight 
troops of the Roosevelt's rough riders, the Seventy-frst New York and the Second 


Massachusetts regiment of volunteers. 


General Snyder’s Forces Did Not Go. 

The provisional division composed of volunteers under command of dunia 
Snyder, which was scheduled to-form the part of the army of invasion, was left 
behind at the last moment. Every preparation for their departure had been made, 
and the horses of the officers were. aboard the transports when the revoking order 
was issued. The reason for their being left behind is not known, but is believed to 
have been prompted. by the fact that the transports available were insufficient to ac- 
commodate any more than went. As it is, the transports are crowdéd to their ut- 
most capacity, and several of them are carrying more than a: thousand men and 
equipage. Many of the transports have on board horses and mules for the officers 


and artillery, the number of which probably exceeds 500. 


That Santiago is the destination of the fleet there is scarcely .a doubt, 
and every man on board who does not know absolutely that such is a 
fact, believes it. 

The scene presented by the embarkation was a memorable one, and was wit- 
nessed from the docks and places of vatage by thousands of soldiers and citizens, 
who had femained at the port, for twenty-four hours preceding to see the great 
sizht. 

As each ship pulled out into the bay, with its hundreds of men on the decks, and 
hanging on the rigging, the bands played and a deafening roar of cheers, which 
thundered for miles across the smooth Waters, was sent up and every living thing 
was filled with enthusiastic patriotism. The bay itself presented a picture difficult to 
portray. As far as the eye could reach were troops and ships, from which floated 
patriotic music, mingled with the cheer® of men. Steamers and sailboats, large and 
small, and gaily decked with the nation’s colors,, played about the transports and 
Warships. After the long delays which had wearied. the men and drooped their 
spirits, they at last realized that they were off for the war, and this very thought 
' enlivened them as they had seldom been before, 

Embarkation Was a Brillant Scene. 

The embarkation itself, besides its spectacular effect, was a brilliant success, and 
every cog in the great wheels worked to a nicety. Its very immensity was dwarfed 
by the smoothness with which the arrangements were é¥ecuted. 

Just prior to the departure the docks Were the scefs of bustle and hurry, but 
when the troops’ ships left their moorings the scene was changed, and work was 
superseded by patriotic demonstrations. People from all over the country were 
gathered at the little port to see the departure of the largest invading army ever 
sent out from the United States. All the great cities in the country were represented

THE DEAD MARINE IS LAID TO. REST 


Situation of Huntington’s Landing 
Party Is Said To Be Desperate, as 
Spaniards So Far Outnumber 
Them To Render Anni- 
hilation Possible, 


On Board the Associated Press Boat Dan- 
dy, Guantanamo Bay, June 12, 6 p. m., via 
Kingston, Jamaica, June 14, 11 :40 a. m.—The 
dynamite cruiser Vesuvius, which joined 
Admiral Sampson's fleet off Santiage this 
morning, is to be followed by the Ericsson, 
the Foote nd other torpedo boats, and 
the arrival of the to o fleet will confirm 
the opinion that Admiral Sampson intends 
to force the harbor on the coming of the 
troops. Every man in the fleet is anxious- 
ly awaiting the soldiery, for it is recognized 
that no decisive movement is possible until 
the troops effect a landing. 

Everybody is desperately tired of the 
present dishearten'ng conditions. The te- 
dious maneuvers, the ceaseless watching 
and the exasperating inactivity are telling 
on officers and men, 

At no place are the troops’ ships more 
anxiously watched for than at the southern, 
blistered hill top where Lieutenant Ilunt- 
ingteon’s marimes:-lie in rifle pits under an 


almost continuous’ hail of Spanish bullets. | 
Forty-eight hourg of practically céaseless 


fighting has well nigh wrecked the men 
who arrived here incapacitated for heavy 
field duty bythe long wait on the Panther. 

With few exceptions, however, the ma- 
rines showed a spirit under the persistent 
fire -of the Spanish bushwhackers, the offi- 
cers particularly exhibiting the coolness 
and nerve of seasoned campaigners. To- 
day the work has been the lightest since 
the landing on Friday, the Spaniards .hav- 
ing fired few shots since daybreak. Wheth- 
er the enemy has been driven back to the 
city fortifications or have merely retired 
for the “-y cannot be told until the dark- 
ness has arrived. The guerillas show little 
liking for the sunlight. 

Sergeant Major Goode Buried 

A -grim touch of realism was added to 
the war-like scenes when the flags on land 
and on the warships were placed at half- 
mast at noon today and gallant Sergeant 
Major Goode was buried on the hillside, 
scarcely twenty paces from the spot where 
he fell last night. The burial service was 
impressive, as the men felt that (their situa- 
tion was desperate and openly said they 
expected to be gradually slaughtered until 
the arrival of the troops. 

The men freely criticise the policy which 
compels them to hold a position that could 
be retaken, they say, by half an hour's 
shelling, but not the faintest disposition is 
manifested to do otherwise but stick it out. 

The Marblehead and Porter. have been 
lying close to the marines and fortifications 
all day, taking advantage of the opportuni- 
ty to coal. The Dolphin arrived late last 
night and spent the greater part of the 
forenoon in pftching shells into the Spanish 
blockhouse, believed to be the rendezvous 
of the Spaniards, on a hill a mile and a half 
east of the American position. 

Channel Draggei for Mines. 

What damage was done, it is impossible 
to learn, but if any of the enemy were 
there or in the vicinity his condition must 
have been decidedly disagreeable. 

Last night Lieutenant Anderson, of the 


Marblehead, with a steam launch dragged 
the harbor channel for mines and went 


‘within forty yards of the font and the city 


limits. Although he did the work with the 
greatest care, he found not the slightest 
indication of explosives, He is highly com- 
mended for the ciever execution of a peril- 
ous duty. His report shows it is possible 
to take any light draught ships right up 
to the port, as the sounding gives eighteen 
feet in the most shallow spot in the chan- 
nel. 

The bombardment of the city and forts of 
Guantanamo was expected this afternoon, 
but the plan was abandoned. 

Despite the heat, the health — of the 
marines ashore is excellent aside ‘from ex- 
haustion. 

On board the ehips in ,gthe marten the 
weather is delightfully cool and the sailors 
here, like those off Santiago, are in gen- 
erally good health. There is a good deal of 
complaint as to the insufficient supply of 
food on the ships. The wardroom mess on 
one ship here sat down today to corned beef 
and hardtack. The officers of many ves- 
sels complain of the shortage of neces- 
saries, like. flour, potatoes and ice.

FRANCE IS NEUTRAL IN THE WAR 


Dewey Has One End of a Wire Which 
British Subjects Control and the

Washington. J une 14—An unexpectéd com- 
plication has arisem as to the right of Ad- 
miral Sampson at Santiago and Admiral 
Dewey at Manila to use the cables which 
each has secured .with a view to bringing 
them into direct telegraphic communication 
with. the authorities here.. 

It is understood by @fficiais here that Ad- 
miral Dewey secured the shore end of the 


cable leaditig from Manila to Hong Kong |, 


some time ago an@ buoyed it with a view 
to sending dispatches. 

The same condition ig understood to exist 
at Santiago, where Admiral Sampson has 
buoyed the shore end of the cable with a 
view to repairing and using it. 

But no messages have been sent and the 
question has arisem as to whether it is 
allowable. under the rules of neutrality for 
the Freach and British companies owning 
these dines to permit them to be used for 
strictly military: purposes. The companies 
control the points of exit and are able to 
refuse to pass disp@tches along, so that the 
holding of the shore ends &y Admirals 
Dewey and Sampsop d not permjt them 
to carry oncom } except through 
the assent of. the .comfpantes. 

These are private concerns, Dut they are 

bownd to observe the neutrality of their 
respective governments. There is some 
anxiety therefore as to course of the opera- 
tions of the French company at Hayti 
when they receive private messages from 
Admiral Sampson.

What first, with white tents on a ‘bold 
eminence against the tropic background, 
looked like a holiday camp, is now grim 
reality.

The least’ movement in the camp is the 
signal for instant target practice upon the 
part of the Spanish sharpshooters, whose 
rifles carry much further than ‘ours, though 
their owners rarely hit ‘anything they aim 
at. : 

It is impossible to estimate the Spanish 
attacking force, but it is numerous ehough. 
About two-thirds of this force surrounds 
the camp nightly with a deadly fing and 
the spatting of the Mausers makes things 
quite lively, for the Spaniards are daring 
enough to crawl up and take a pop shot at 
the marines from the bushes about thirty 
yards from the camp. At hight the be- 
siegers fight like Indians and our old 
Apache fighters will feel in their element. 
Every yard of chaparral is an ambuscade 
and picket duty is flipping coins with death. 

Second Attack Is. Made. 

After the first attack on Saturday night 
Colonel Huntington decided that another 
attempt would be made on Sunday night 
and he caused intrenchments to be thrown 
up on all: sides of the camp ard in the 
trenches the main part of the battalion last 
night waited for the attack that the colonel 
was certain would come. It arrived within 
a short time after dark, and from that time 
until daybreak the firing was incessant and 
at times very heavy.

Omaha, Neb., June 14.—The Nebraska building at the exposition was dedicated 
today with appropriate ceremony amid the plaudits of thousands of the state’s citi- 


zens. Governor Holcomb and his staff took part in the exercises, along with many 


of the state’s most distinguished residents. 


The speakers of the day were Hon, Constantine J. Smith, Hon. William F. 


Gurley and Hon, William J. Bryan. 

Mr. Bryan’s oration was notable forone thing—his first public declaration on 
the war issue. He took a high ground on the question, urging that the war is for hu- 
manity, and not the extending of the United States territory. In concluding he said 
the manifest destiny of the nation is not to acquire new realms to govern, but to carry 


out the fundamental principles of democracy to the end that equality among the 


citizens may be secured: Mr. Bryan said, in part: 

‘War is harsh; it is attended by hardships and suffering; it means a vast ex- 
penditure of money and men. We may all pray for the coming of the time promised 
in Holy Writ when the spears shall be beaten into pruning hooks, and the swords 
into plowshares; but universal peace cannot come until justice is enthroned through- 
out the world. Jehovah deals with nations as he deals with men, and for both 
decrees that the wages of sin is death. Until the right has triumphed in every land 
and love reigns in every heart, governments must, as a last resort, appeal to force. 
As long as the oppressor is deaf to the voice of reason, so long must the citizen

Cervera’s Fleet Confirmed. 

Washington, June 14.—(By. Associated 
Press.)—The last lingering doubt that may 
have exfsted as to the presence of Cervera’s 
fieet in its entirety in Santiago harbor was } 
removed when Admiral Sampson’s dispatch 
reached the navy department last night. 
Up to that time information as to the num- 
ber and character of the vessels lying in 
their harbor, shielded from observation in 
great part by the hills at the entrance, had 
been obtained through Cuban sources sup- 
plemented by such glimpses as could be ob- 
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from the outside

entrance, : 


Now, “however, according to Lieutenant 
Blue, the ships have been actually seen by 
an American officer, counted and inspected 
from such points of vantage as were af- 
forded by the high Allls surrounding the 
harbor. The officials here are full of praise 
for Lieutenant Blue’s achievement. Victor 
Blue has been long known in, the navy as 
an enterprising and daring young officer, 
but it required a good deal of sustained 
courage for him ito go ashore in a hostile 
country and alone maké reconnoilssance. 
He was in the eye of military law nothing 
more nor less than a spy, and had he been 
captured by.the Spaniards he would have 
been tried by a drumhead courtmartial and 
executed. 

Considering the fact that the marines’ 
fight at Guantanamo last Seturday night 
was really the first engagement of the war 
on shore, Admiral Sampson’s reference to 
the affair in his dispatch this morning was 
remarkably brief. Hence it is inferred that 
perhaps that not much importance has been 
‘attached by the public. 

The action of Ltettenant Colonel Hunt- 
ington in removing his men to a more se- 
cure point than the exposed position oc- 
‘wupied by them_off Crest Heights, is taken 
here as an indication that no movement is 
to be attempted by the marine corps, but 
that it will limit its operations to the de- 
fense of a small point in Guantanamo har- 
bor to protect the coaling of our warships 
and perhaps to serve as a cable station 
when the néGessary operators and instru- 
ments are secured from Cape Haytien, to 
enabie Sampson to reopen “Re cut cable. 

It does not follow by any means that the 
place @ized and held by the marines on 
Guantanamo bay is to be used ag a point 
of debarkation of the United States regular 
troops” now embarked for Cuba. On the 
contrary there is the best reason to be- 
lieve that another point very much adapted 
for a landing bas been selected. But this 
point also is believed to be much healthier 
than any point on the shores of Guantana- 
mo bay, where yellow Tever is said to be 
epidemic all the year round 

The officials here were very reluctant to 
believe that the Spanish who fought the 
marines at Crest Heights had been gulity 
of the horrible barbarism of mutilating the 
bodies of soldiers. The first press reports, 
by some of the officers, were supposed to 
ve based upon the horrible wounds inflicted 
under certain conditions of range by the 
Steel clad bullet of the Mauser rifles. Ad- 
miral Sampson's reports, however, seem to 
remove all doubt on that point, for his sur- 
geons undoubtedly would be able to dis- 
tinguish at once between the effects of a 
bullet and of a machete. 

Without reference to the exact hour at 
which the United States army left Florida 
for Cuba, it may be safely said that before 
the end of- the week General Shafter will 
have landed with his 15,000 United States 
troops on Cuban soil and that the invest- 
ment of Santiago by land will have begun. 

There was some confusion in the of- 
ficial mind here today on the time of 
departure of the transports, though 
assurance was given that they haa all

Georgian From the Eighth Makes 
Able Speech on Annevation, 


HIS ARGUMENT CONVINCING

The Address Shows a Deep Study of the 
Perplexing Question, 


NEW LIGHT THROWN ON THE SUBJECT 


Members of the House Give an Atten- 
tive Hearing and at the Conclu- 
sion Crowd Around the 
Speaker To Congratu- 
late Him.

Washington, June 14.—(Sp2ctial )—Con- 
gres:man Howard, of the eighth district, 
made a star speech against Hawaiian an- 
nexation today—by ail odds the best speech 
that has been made Gn that side of the 
question. It was Mr. Howard’s first speech 
since coming to congress, and to say that 
he made a hit with his colleagues is putting 
it mild. 

As a miember of the foreign affairs «:'m- 
mittee, he has made a close study of the 
annexation question, and the result was 
stown in his speech today, when he addi2d 
distinctly to the information of the nuuse 
and received the hearty congratulations 
of men on both sides. Men like Hitt, chair- 
man of the committee, and other republican 
leaders who do not agree with Mr. tlow- 
ard’s conclusions, nevertheless compliment- 
ed him most highly, and he deserved it 
all, for his speech showed deep research 
and stamped the speaker as a man of 
great ability. Several times his time was 
extended by unanimous action of the house 
and there was deep interest manifested in 
his address throughout*% 

In beginning Mr. Howard Gontended 
that, conceding for the sake of argument, 
that Pear] harbor is necessary for a coaling 
and naval station, we have a perm-nent 
treaty right there which gives us all we 
desire. This, he contended, secures 19 us 
absolute sovereignty over the harbor. He | 
took the position this right is irrevocable 


the reciprocity treaty of 1886 during, the 
Cleveland administration, and this [Pearl 
harbor concession was put into the treaty. 
He quoted the senate report favoring an- 
nexation as substantiating his s.ntention 
in this regard. po 

Hawaii Would Not Break Treaty. 

“But if this were not irrevocable, the 
benefits accruing to the Hawaiians from 
the reciprocity treaty absolutely insures® 
said Mr. Howard, ‘“‘that they would never 
avail themselves of the right to revoke, 
and we would certainly not da so if we val- 
ued the Pearl harbor concession. above the 
loss of duty on Hawaiian sugar in the reei- 
procity treaty.” 

To illustrate his contention, he quoted 
figutes showing the exports and imports 
from Hawaii before this treaty went into 
effect and the volume of business done now. 
He showed from testimony of those most 
interested that the sugar interests of the 
islands were bankrupt before the treaty 
went into effect and gave the figures to 
show how greatly they had been benefited 
by the treaty. From these, he argued tat 
a treaty which was so wholly one-sided in 
its effect and which brought the Hawaiians 
such enormous benefits, they would not 
abrogate. 

“And if we needed Pearl harbor as bad- 
ly as our naval and military experts al- 
lege,”’ said Mr. Howard, “for either naval 
or commercial purposes, we, on the other 
hand, would continue to hold: th's treaty 
in foree. Conceding all the experts say is 
true about the harbor's value, we | ave it, 
and the fact that we have not fortified it 
and availed ourselves of it Is «ur fault, 
for we have had undisputed passession of 
it for ten years.’ 

The Georgia congressmen went at length 
into the diplomatic history of the relations 
between the two countries to show that 
from the time of,;President Tyler down to 
the latter part Harrison's administration 
the attitude of the United States toward 
the islands was only that of securing their 
independence from domination by any for- 
eign power and the renunciation of any 
purpose to secure it Ourselves by annexa- 
tion. ' 
Natives:Oppose Annexation. 

Mr. Howard developed the idea that the 
people of Hawaii outside of the American 
élement are opposed ‘to annexation. He 
charged that the Dole government was a 
result of a conspiracy engineered by the 
sugar interests. That it was, in fact, a 
government for, by and of sugar. He 
claimed that no part of the United States 
got any benefit from free Hanalian su- 
gar, that even the consumers of the. Pa- 
cific coast do not even save the freight; 
that would have to be paid on West In- 
dia sugar shipped to them across the con-- 
tinent. 

With regard to the emergency argument 
born uf Japan’s supposed ambitions, he 
helé that to be substantial, showing how 
former efforts of Great Britain, France 
and Germany to control the country had 
failed. because of the position,of thig coun- 
try that we would aHow no foreign power 
to take possession of the islands. He held 
that the islands were not and never could 
be of any considerable commercial value. 

“All available augar iands are now un- 
der cultivation; they have no coal, and the 
established trans-Pacific steamship lines 
ffom Vancouver, Puget s0tnd and San 
Francisco find it cheaper to make voyages 
from five hundred to one d miles 
north or south of the isiands.

DEMOCRATS CAUCUS ON HAWAII 


Members of the ‘Party Diseuss the An- 
nexation Question Fully. 


Washington, June 14.—(Special.)}—The 
democrats of the house caucuged this after- 
noon on the question of Hawalian annexa- 
tion. The caucus was called at the instance 
of some of the younger democrats and 
against the judgment of many of the more 
conservative; both young and old; and 
while they adopted resolutions declaring 
annexation against the traditional] policy 
of the party, they negatived their action by 
refusing to bind anybody. 

While the majority of the democrats went 
on record against annexation, their action 
will have no appreciable effect on the final 
result, 

Those who opposed caucus action did so 
on the ground that there should be no cau- 
Cus on a question outside the pale of poli- 
tics as this was: that it was unjust to hold 
& caucus at the late day when men had 
made up their minds and had expressed 
their views, and that this question had been 
expressly left out of those which the cau- 
8's had considered in the early days of the 
Hession. 

Of the seventy members present nineteen 
declared in favor of annexation. Among 
these were Congressmen Livingston and 
Lewis, of Georgia. 

Colonel Livingston was one of those who 
opposed action and who pointed out the un- 
wisdom of the party taking this. position 
against it. The final vote was 51 to 17, who 
of the negative side having left before the 
vote was taken. 

An effort wad then made to adopt resolu- 
tions binding all present to the caucusiac- 
tion, but Bailey and others who supported 
the resolution against annexation advised 
against binding the others. So no such ac- 
tion was taken and demucrats are free to 
vote their individual preferences. 

There is much eriticism of the action of 
this caucus. The stronger party leaders 
feel that a serious mistake has been made 
by the house democrats who have thus put 
their party in the position of taking sides 
on this question and in this way making it 
& political ssue. 

There is no possible doubt that the great 
majority of the people of the country are 
in favor of annexing Hawaii. Many who 
doubted the wisdom of such a step before 
have been convinced bv the events of this 
war with Spain that the possession of the 
Hawaiian islands will be a source of great 
strength rather than a source of weakness. 
At any rate, irrespective of the merits of 
the main question, the result of today’s 
action by the mafority of the democrats of 
the house gives the republicans the oppor-. 
tunity they have been seeking to divert the 
issues before the peopie.

In an exceedingly 
amus’ng speech, replete with good nature, 
Mr. Chandler said instead of stating yes- 
terday that Mr. Pasco was the agent by 
which a deception was practiced upon the 
senate, he ought to have said he was the 
“medium” of the deception, that bejng 
the word which Mr. Pasco had used him- 
self.

Let us strike a line and follow 
it out. I’ve become a medium now. If we 
are to commence this matter of investigat- 
ing claims, let us go to the bottom of it.

Prompt action will be taken to bring the 
county officérs to the attention of the 
grand jury and if the charges against them 
prove to be true it will result in a sensation 
which will startle Walker county and that 
entire section cf the state.

not whisky obtained so easily. This would 
cause it to appear that a portion of the 
blame rests with those who run the places 
spoken of by General Boynton. 

Citizens Send Petitions. 

The governor received in his mail yester- 
day morning a petition from the citizens of 
Lytie, a small town near Chickamauga 
park, asking him to use his authority in 
forcing the county autaorities of Walker 
county to enforce the law. The petition isa 
signed by a number of the best citizens and 
states that intoxicating drinks are sold with- 
out authority and that the county officials 
geem unable or unwilling to enforce the 
law. This state of affairs, says the pett- 
tion, is causing much damage and annoy- 
ance.

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RRUNION OFRIOERS' 
"HAVE BUSY DAY 


Many Visitors Called Yesterday at Head- 
quarters in the Kimball. 


CORRESPONDENCE VERY HEAVY 


All Arrangements Are Being Made by 
Colonel Waddell. 


HOW VETERANS WILL BE CARED FOR 


Badges Will Be Issued and Every Ef- 
fort Will Be Made To See the Vis- 
itors Are Well Entertained. 


Sundays, unti] the doors of the Confed- 

erate auditorium swing open to the pub- 
lic and the big reunton will be on in full 
blast with its 50,000 visitors in attendance. 

Yesterday was a busy day in the office 
of Colonel Waddell, secretary of the Con- 
federate Reunion Association. His office in 
the Kimball was thronged all day with 
visitors who were anxious to secure all the 
detailed information necessary. Hundreds 
of ietters’ were written and more than fifty 
visitors were entertained and supplied with: 
circulars and official information that was 
asked for. 

The big agricultura] bufiding at Pied- 
mont park, which is to be the auditorium 
for the veterans, will be put in good condl- 
tion at once. It is estimated that the mam- 
moth structure will seat from 8,000 to 10,000 


persons, but before this is possible seats 
must be arranged. The seats will be so 
placed es to make it possible for each state 
delegation to sit together ‘The states will 
be designated by their coat of arms and 
banners will swing over the entrance to 


each state section. 

In only a few days now the workmen and 
mechanics will be busy in the great build- 
ing hammering and sawing and getting 
ready for the big meet. The contract pro- 
vides that everything about the building 
must be in perfect condition at least three 
days before the reunion is called to order. 
This will insure that everything will De in 
perfect condition in ample time for the ac- 
commodation of all the visitors and there 
will be no delay possible. 

“The auditorium will be greatly changed 
as to its interior appearance,” said Colonel 
Waddell yesterday. “‘We will make the 
place like a mammoth auditorium of the 
ancient days and there will be room for 
the largest. crowd ever assembled in At- 
lanta before. The seats will) be comfort- 
able and there will be reserved 3,500 seats 
for the delegates. 

Will Feed Many Veterans. 

One of the busiest departments of the 
association is the big commissary which 
will feed many of the veterans. Only those 
veterans, however, who are too poor to pay 
for their meals will be given a badge allow- 
ing them the privileges of the mess hall. 

The commissary department will be 
established in the government building at 
Piedmont park. This is one of the largest 
and most convenient bulidings in the park 
and will be ample for every demhnd that 
will be made upon it for space. 

“Of course the association will not have 
the money to feed everybody,’ said Colonel 
Waddell yesterday, ‘“‘and this would never 
be expected. The intention and purpose of 
the association in providing a mess hall is 
simply to take care of those veterans who 
would not be able to come to the reunion 
if they had to pay their hotel bills. This is 
all on' earth that the commissary has been 
established for. be 

“Everything will be well cooked and the 
food will be of the very best. It will be 
served in tempting style and those who are 
dependent upon the association for their 
meals will not be disappointed, for they 
will get the very best that can be served. 
The mess ha!) will be as clean as a pin and 
the food will be served in as tempting a 
manner as possible.’’ 

It was stated at reunion headquarters 
yesterday that the committee on enteértain- 
ment had made much progress and that 
many private boarding houses and resi- 
dences had been visited and that meals and 
lodging could be secured in the city during 
the reunion at from 50 cents to $1 per day. 
It has been definitely stated that there wiil 
be no exorbitant prices charged and there 
will be no difficulty in securing good homes 
at a mere nymina! cost. 

The Lodging of Veterans. 

In the vast transportation uilding & 
Piedmont park there will be arrangements 
made for the lodging of 2,000 veterans each 
night. Of course only those veterans. who 
have not the means to pay for lodging will 
be cared for in thie building by the as- 
sociation. ‘ 

In Richmond, when the veterans met 
there, a large building was secured and on 
the floor a jot of straw was placed. Over 
this was placed sheeting, which made a 
fairly comfortable place for the tired vet- 
erans to sleep. But Atlanta will @o much 
more than,gthis and 2,000 good mattresses 
are now feing made for the association. 
These mattresses will be entirely new agd 
will be made of exce'sior amd cottof. They 
will be double mattresses and the 2,009 will 
represent a capacity for 4,000 sleepers. 

On Wall street, just opposite the union 
passenger depot, will be established a bu- 
reau of information and every detail of the 
reunion will ‘be given out upon applica- 


tion. 

The railroads will make a rate of 1 cent 
each way with a limit sufficient to give all 
the time that will be wanted. The foilow- 
ing order was issued yesterday giving the 
time limit on all tickets sold for the re- 
union:

Weekly Crop Bulletin Shows Bad State 
: of Affairs. 


CEREALS ARE WITHERING UP 


A Short Crop Is Predicted for All the | 
Grains. \ 


THE COTTON CROP SUFFERS THE LEAST 


Peaches, While Small, Are Healthy, 
but a Continuance of the Drought 


Will Kill Them. — 
R that serigus 
loss will result unlercs the arog 
which is now of several weeks’ stancing, 
except for the showers of Monday, is bro- 
ken within a short time. It is thought that 
the crops will be exceedingly ‘short. The 
showers of Monday were principally local 
and benefited only this section of the 


state. 
The weekly crop bulletin, issued by the 


weather station for this state, shows that 
all fruits except peacies and plums are 
suffering, while cereals are drying up. Cot- 
ton appears to be the only’ thing that is 
escaping, but it is predicted that if the 
drought continues much longer cotton, too, 


will suffer. 
The builetin for the week ending June 13th 


is as follows: ; 

Dry and warm weather prevailed over the 
state until Sunday, when good showers 
fell in most counties, doing considerable 
good. Cotton hus stood the drought better 
than other crops, and, as a rule, though 
small, is looking weli. It is taking on 
squares and bloom in a few counties. 
Corn, gardens, and pastures have suffered 
considerably. In many counties wells and 
streams have run dry and Water is very 
scarce. Wheat and oat thrashing is weil 
under way and both grains are turning out 
well, but spring oats have been ruined by 
drought. It is thought the dry weather 
will decrease the size of peaches. Water- 
melons are ripening, but as a rule they are 
small. Blackberries are pooOr on account 
of drought. Good general rains ate badly 
needed over the entire state to revive veg- 
etation and soften up the soil sufficiently 
to enable farmers to prepare ground and 


plant seed. 

In the central counties the drought con- 
tinued during the greater part of the week, 
and the ground has become so dry that 
no crops are making much progress, and 
corn and gardens are suffering consider- 
ably. Local showers on Sunday did much 
good where they fell, but more rain is need- 
ed. Cotton has not suffered as yet, and, 
though small, is in a good healthy condi- 
tion, and the fields are thoroughly worked 
and clean. There .is some complaint of lice 
n cotton in some sections of Johnson and 
Wasnington eccunties. Wheat and oats are 
betng thrashed and the crops are turning 
out well. The berry crop, which was very 
promising early in the season, has beeli 
badly damaged by drought. Wells and 
streams are failing rapidly. Pastures are 
badly parched. - 

No rain fell in the northern counties until 
Saturday night. but good showe-s hive 
since done considerable good, All crops ex- 
cept ctton have suffered for moisture. Corn 
in gome sections is beginning to turn 
yellow ani curl; it is very small for the 
season andi cannot now make a full yield. 
Cotton has made :ome improvement and 
looks well, though small. Wheat and win- 
ter oats are turning out remarkably well, 
but spring oats are a failure and will not 
be worth harvesting in most sections. The 
drought has damaged the peach crop to 
some extent, and blickberries are drying 
up on the bush before ripening. Water- 
melons look well, but need rain. Gardens 
and pastures nearly ruined, and water is 
getting low. 

In the northeastern counties the drought, 
which seriously injured most crops, “was 

roken by showers on Sunday. Cctton, 
while not yet suffering as much as other 
crops, is needing rain badly and has made 
slow progress. Corn looks fairly well on 
low ground, but is firing badly on the.up- 
lands. Wheat and winter oats being thrash- 
ed and turning out well. Blackberries are 
plentiful, but small and inferior on account 
of drought. Pastures ‘drying up. The land 
is so dry that no late seed cou!d be planted. 

The drought in the eastern counties was 
temporarily broken by scattered showers 
on Sunday. Cotton is improving and is 
fruting well in some counties. It will be 
greatly improved by tecemt showers. There 
are complaints of lice on cotton and some 
cut worms. Corn is beginning to tassel, but 
it is not up to the standard. Gardens and 
pastures are seriously injured by the con- 
tmued drought and vegetables are scarce 
and inferior. Rice ana sugar cane, while 
dcing fairly well would be greatly benc- 
fited by good, soaking rains. Many sweet 
potato plants have died for want of mo’‘s- 
ture and some fields will have to be reset. 
Prospects still good for fruit. 

light, scattered showers have fallen in 
the southwestern counties, doing some 
good, but more rain is needed. Crops are 
still suffering in many counties, espegially 
corn, gardens and grass. Rice and \cétton 
not injured, but would be greatly improved 
by good rains. Im some sections stock 
water is very scarce and pastures are poor. 
There is a fair grape crop, but figs and 
pears are searce. Corn is being laid by 
and would be much benefited by soaking 
rains. Sugar cane is sooking well, where 
not suffering for rain. 

Most crops still suftering for rain in the 
northwestern counties. Spring oats are a 
total failure in most sections. Wheat and 
winter oats have turned out well. -Cotton 
is looking fairly well, but the stands are 
poor in many localities. Corm is small and 
suffering from‘*tae drought and in some 
sections from cut worms. Blackberries are 
ripening, but are very small. Plums are 
ripening and the crop will be very .good. 
Gardens and pastures badly in meed of rain, 

Throughout the southwest counties crops 
are suffering serious damage from contin- 
ued lack of moisture. While cotton has 
stood the drought better tham other crops, 
it is beginning to show the bad effects of 
dry; weather in some counties. Corn is be- 
giniing to tassel, but is seriously injured 
by drought in many sections- In some lo- 
ealities where the ground was not well 
worked it is dying. Watermelons are be- 
ing marketed, but are gengrally smaller

Gardens have failed rapidly, and water is 
scarce in many localities. 

“Very little rain has fallen in the south- 
western counties during the week and all 
crops would be-improved by general rains. 
Cotton is looking well, but has not grown 
much during the week. It is taking on 
squares and bloom in some sections. In 
some counties there is complaint of lice. 
Corn, which is being laid by, is needing rain 
badly; in a few localities it is twisting and 
turning yellow from the effects of hot, dry 
weather. Watermelons are beg'nning to 
ripen, but as a rule they are small. AZ 
crop of wheat and a fair crop of oats have 
been saved in excellent condition. Gardens 
are poor and vegetables are scarce and not 
good. Pastures need more rain. 

Crops have suffered seriously over the 
western counties, but were. somewhat bene- 
fit by showers on Sunday.

He Contracted with Armour in Order 
To Get Sure Service—Other Lines 
Were Unsatisfactory. 


In the complaint made by John D. Cun- 
ningham and other.members of the Fruit 
Growers’ Association about the shipment 
of peaches to market this year little or 
nothing has been heard from the Central 
railroad. Mr. Cunn‘ngham’s objections to 
the arrangements were published, but did 
not give out the. letter expiaining the Cen- 
tral’s side of ihe case. 

The chief objection raised by Mr. Cun- 
ningham was that the Central railway had 
contracted with one’ company operating 
refrigerator cars and had shut out all oth- 
er lines. Another point was that the charge 
for the use of these refrigerator cars is 
higher this year than formerly. . 

Qn June 7th, Mr. John M. Egan, vice 


' president of the Central of Georgia, replied 


to Mr. Cunningham, stating that the Cen- 
tral did what it believed to be for the best 
interests of the fruit growers of Georg‘a. 
He said that the army requires a great 
many refrigerator cars for the sh'pment of 
supplies to the soldiers. The Central tried 
different refrigerator lines, but could rot 
make a eatisfactory contract with ary of 
them except with the Armour line. 

The Armour company wi.l have an agent 
at every large city to examine the fruif as 
it passes through. If a car needs, re-icing,he 
will have it done at once. If three or 
four lines were handling the fruit business 
they would all have to maintain agents at 
different points to look after the cars, and 
that item would also increase the cost of 
shipment. There will be a heavy movement 
of fruit out of Georgia this year and the 
Central went to work early to get suitable 
cars for the shipment, so that the interests 
of the growers would be properly protected 
and they would make money on the crop. 
Here is Mr. Egan’s letter in part to Mr. 
Cunningham: 


“Savannah, Ga., June 7, 1898. Mr. John D. 
Cunningham, Marietta, Ga.—Dear Sir: War 
was declared between the United Stutes and 
Spain. We knew ..iat thousands of troops 
weuld be sent into the southern country, 


and we furthermore knew that to supply 


those troops they would require certain 
provisions and certain supplies to be sent 
to them in refrigerator cars. Consequently, 
knowing the supply of refrigerator cars 
would be limited, we corresponded with 
four or five refrigerator car companies; 


the terms of many of tnem were not satis- |, 


factory and we felt that in doing what we 
have done would be to the interest of the 
fruit growers of Georgia, and the-r inter- 
ests are certainly commom with ours. 

‘We have heralded from time to time 
the claims of Georgta as a fruit growing 


> state, and if we sat down here, kno'ving as 


we did that unless we made provision ahead 
there would be no possible chance of our 
obtaining cars for the supply of fru:t we 
expected.to be forwarded from Georgia this 
year, you and every one else would have 
condemned us amd would have cla‘me® 
thet. we were not awake to the interest of 
the fruit growers of Georgia. Consequent- 
ly, taking this action us we have, I earn- 
estly trust that you and others will 1eserve 
your decis‘on until after the fruit scasen is 
over, and then if it is to be found we have 
not acted wisely, it will be time to con- 
demn us, and rot. before then. 

In conclusion, in taking action ‘o protect 
the interest of producers on the line of our 
road in this case we did nothing more nor 
less than which weétinderstood was to be 
done and has been dofle by your iss ciation 
in protecting ‘its
